The proposed constitutional am end 
ment is the first Initiated by congress 
since that providing for popular clec 
tion of United States senators, a p ­ 
proved in 1911. 
it is the first tim e 
that either branch of congress has 
approved a constitutional am endment 
for prohibition. 
A few years ago a 
similar resolution in the house’ re ­ 
ceived a majority, but failed of the 
required two-thirds. 


jT o b ib illo n leaders of the house now 
c laim eqough votes to insure subm is­ 
sion of an am endm ent to the states, 
h ^ d w ill seek etarly discussion In the 
house. 


As adopted, th e resolution, which 
was submitted by Senator Sheppard 
of Texas, dem ocrat, would add the 
following article to the federal con­ 
stitution:

Ten 
years ago they were well content to 
cajry a state. 
Six years from now 
they expected to have the constitution

From the Prohibition Party, which
